R. DIEFENBAKER let-it be known 
that he feels he emerged from the 
Commonwealth prime ministers’ con 
ference with a well-filled scorecard, 
Perhaps he gives himself too much 
credit; several of the other prime min- 
isters also arrived in London in a 
niggling mood, and it is reasonable to 
that some of them contributed 


significantly to the iack of inspiration in 


the final communique. 

But Mr. Diefenbaker bowed ste no 
man in his unrelenting determination 
not to let a single word leak into the 
communique that might ‘suggest. the 
prime ministers had any glimmer of 
hope for the role Britain tight come 
to play tn an economically-united Europe. 

He even publicly dissociated himself 
from the only positive paragraphs in 
the entire communique. These were the 
ones in which Britain set out her ree- 
sons for applying to join the European 

ic Community, and her hopes 
for the benefits that might accrue to all. 

Mr. Diefenbaker alleged that he 
wanted the final communique Yo jndl- 
cate neither approval nor disapproval 
of the basic concept-of British member- 
ship in the EEC, it ig true enough that 
the communique contains no overt ex- 
pression of disapproval, but the meat 
Secilal of the familiar 
woes of Commonwealth leaders, un- 
tinged by a breath of hope.

There have been suggestions that the 
government will attempt to sidetrack de- 
bate on the throne speech in order to 
move ahead with priority business. Mr. 
Pearson served notice in Toronto that 
any such attempt will be resisted; that 
“no plea of urgency and no excuse” 
will be accepted as a proper ground for 
postponing further the issue of con- 
fidence. The decision may come, there. 
fore, even sooner: than has generally 
been expected. 

Mr. Pearson concedes that the emer- 
gency measures have had some success 
in stepping the run on the dollar. But 
as long-range. measures they will not 
do. Some policies. such as tight money 
and surcharges, will harm the economy.
